SMALLPOX VACCINATIONS 


In November the Department of Health and Social Security issued 
Circular 81/71 , which gave the information that vaccinations against 
smallpox need no longer be recommended as a routine procedure in early 
childhood.

Organisation's smallpox eradication programme, which has greatly reduced 
the area of the world in which smallpox exists. It is emphasised that 
vaccination is still necessary for certain travellers and health service staff.

The commonest causes of death were ischaemic heart disease (70), 
cerebrovascular disease (45) and all types of cancer (52). Of the cancers almost 
a quarter (12) were due to cancer of the lung. It has been proved that this 
cancer is almost wholly caused by smoking cigarettes. To abandon cigarettes 
is a decision for each individual smoker to make, but one which should not be 
unduly delayed.

1971 saw the completion of the Council's Southern Area Sewerage Scheme and 
the official opening ceremony at the new Picory Corner Sewage Disposal Works was 
held in July 1971. 


The scheme caters for twelve parishes in the District namely Great Iongstone, 
Little Longstone, Ashford-in-the-Water, Rowsley, Beeley, Stanton-in-Peak, Birchover, 
Elton, Winster, Youlgrave, Middleton-by-Youlgrave and Over Haddon and also receives 
all the sewage from the Bakewell Urban District. 


There are four new pumping stations, approximately 7 miles of pumping main, 
approximately 18 miles of new gravity sewer in addition to the disposal works. 
The final effluent discharged from the new works was proving to be of excellent 
quality. 


Design work on stage 2 of the Derwent Valley Sewerage Scheme commenced which 
will involve major extensions to the existing Baslow Sewage Disposal Works, 
abolition of the old Grindleford Disposal works and pumping the sewage to the 
head of the existing Derwent Valley Sewerage Scheme, and sewerage of Edensor for 
the first time. 


HOUSING 


There was an increase in the number of new houses provided by the Council 
during the year. Twenty-four new houses or old people's bungalows were completed 
at Bradwell (2), Eyam (4), Great Longstone (2), Winster (12), Youlgrave (4), 
and in addition the new warden scheme at Mount Pleasant Court, Grindleford, was 
completed. This provides 8 flats, 9 flatlets and a warden house. 


There was again a decrease in the number of new houses completed in the 
private sector, 44 being built as against 57 in 1970.

Use of the improvement grant schemes for existing dwellings showed an 
increase during the year. 117 new standard and discretionary grant applications 
being approved as against 99 in 1970. 


Works were completed at 88 dwellings in respect of which grant applications 
had previously been approved and it is significant to note that the amount paid 
out by way of grant was more than double the 1970 figure at £26 ,2735- 


CARAVAN SITES 


The number of sites licensed is 34, the number of caravans being 434, this 
latter figure being a substantial increase. Site conditions remained similar to 
previous years. 


WATER SUPPLIES 


I am indebted to the Engineer and Manager of the North Derbyshire Water 
Board for the following report on the supervision of the water supply during 
the year. 


The supplying authority to the area is the North Derbyshire Water Board. 


The supply to the area is a bulk supply from the Derwent Valley Water Board, 
augmented by five of the Board's smaller installations. 


The bacteriological quality of the Derwent Valley water has been satisfactory. 
The spring sources have been of lower reliability so far as bacteriological 
quality is concerned and efforts to their gradual elimination continued. 


The quantity proved adequate, no restrictions being imposed. 


Chemical and Bacteriological analyses are carried out in the Board's laboratories. 
All raw, treated and distributed waters are examined at least monthly, the number 
of examinations involved in 1971, being: - 


Bacteriological 760 
Chemical 36 


Bacteriological results on treated waters have been consistent with standards 
laid down by the Ministry of Health. Chemical results, in view of the number 
of water sources involved, vary considerably with location and approximate 
extremes of variation are:- 


pH 66 = 9.6 

Alkalinity 6 - 180 mg/1 
Hardness 30 - 150 mg/1 
Fluoride a1 = 0.6 mg/l 


The treated waters in the area have given rise to no concern on the grounds 
of plumbo solvency, and analyses on the supply water at source, in 
distribution and after overnight standing in lead service pipes have yielded 
figures within the revised acceptable lead concentration. 


Before being brought into service all newly laid mains were washed out, 
sterilized and samples examined to ensure satisfactory bacteriological 
and physical results were obtained. 


No action was necessary in respect of any other form of post treatment 
contamination. 


The waters were monitored to detect any excessive amounts of radioactive 
substances.

It will be noted that 50 raw milk samples (including bulk herd and individual) 
were taken during the year at various farms all in connection with Brucella Abortus 
investigations. Four samples were unsatisfactory and the individual animals affected 
were eliminated from the herd.

Processing is carried out Monday to Friday and whenever possible daily 
investigations are made. 


During the last six months the Poultry Trade suffered a set back in that Fowl 
Pest took its toll. Trade has fallen throughout the country with the result that 
the Company has cut back in production and the total number of birds processed was 
as in the previous year. 


It has been found that suspect birds were finding their way through the system 
and were to be offered for sale, The outcome of this has been in lengthy discussions 
with the management and a new policy put into operation. This consists of all 
suspect birds being taken off the killing line at its earliest stage to await the 
Inspector's judgment as to fitness for consumption. This is in its infancy but it 
does mean that more time is being spent by my Inspectorate in judging some 600 birds 
in detail per day. 


Due to rabbits being uneconomical they will cease to be dealt with after the 
Spring. Sampling for salmonella took place but was not found in chicken carcases. 


Problems arose in the effluent discharged from this factory to the Council's 
sewerage system with the result that the Company have installed a Pista Grease Trap, 
the first of its kind in this country, which is doing a first class job taking off 
2 cwts. of fat per day which otherwise, without this appliance, would be discharging 
into the sewer. 


Once again the management have been only too ready to accept advice offered 
and co-operation has been excellent. 
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MOBILE PHYSIOTHERAPY SERVICE 


During the year a voluntary body developed the impetus to organise a 
Mobile Physiotherapy Service in this part of Derbyshire. The Committee decided 
to give both moral and practical financial support to this venture. 


I should like to express my thanks to the Chairman and Members of the 
Public Health Committee for their help during the year. My grateful 
appreciation and thanks are also due to the Chief Public Health Inspector 
and staff of the Health Department, for their ready assistance during the 
year and with the preparation of this report.
